The Right To Inquire 


The worst fears of teachers in this era of 
suspicion have been voiced by the Association 
of American Universities after a six month 
study of teaching problems. 
The teachers have noted the signs of one of 
those savage onslaughts against human inquiry 
w’hich have sm eared the record 
of 
human 
progress. 
They have been m ade apprehensive 
by evidence that Galileo is in danger of being 
called to account again by established authority 
for the crim e of not believing what established 
authority believes. They are afraid of losing 
the right to inquire. 
The teachers, watching some of their as­ 
sociates squirm on the investigative carpet for 
the academ ic offense of inquiry because other 
teachers have squirmed there for the political 
offense of having been wrrong, are trying to 
m ake it known that teachers have nothing but 
contempt for Communism. 
“But condemnation of Communism and its 
protagonists.** points out the 
Association 
of 
American Universities,’’ is not to be interpreted 
as readiness to curb social, political, or econo­ 
m ic investigation and research. To insist upon 
complete conformity to current beliefs and prac­ 
tices would do infinite harm to the principle 
of freedom, which is the greatest, the central, 
American doctrine.” 
No teacher, says the American Association of 
Universities, should refuse to attest his un­ 
compromising loyalty to the United States. But 
having done that, no teacher should submit to 
any pressure, real or implied, to become a 
parrot, repeating w'hat m ay be gross falsehoods 
supported by ignorant people who. being ig­ 
norant, do "ot know how ignorant they are.

What generally happens is that 
when she says “No” or “Don’t” 
and he ignores it, she repeats this 
command again and again and 
more angrily and loudly each suc­ 
cessive time.

As a result, she may 
be spending most of her time 
shrieking at him, with very little 
time left for wholesome and love­ 
ly companionship. 
But this mother can decrease 
her forbidding of the youngster as 
she is able to win him to co-oper­ 
ate with her and to do more things 
which she suggests or requests that 
he do.

Lisbon District Youth 
Shoots Sister, Self 


Funeral services have been ar­ 
ranged tentatively for Wednesday 
for a 13-year-old boy who killed 
his sister, 16, and himself Satur­ 
day in their Lisbon district farm 
home after on argument over a pot 
of tomato soup. 
Coroner Ernest R. Sturgis said 
Felix Jenkins killed his sister, Vi­ 
ola, with a shotgun blast in the 
stomach and then took his own 
life. They were children of Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank Jenkins of the 
Gas Tax Rd. between Hanoverton 
and Guilford. 
A sister, Annie, IO, who witness­ 
ed the killing, said the shooting 
followed an argument that started 
when Felix prepared a pot of soup 
but refused to give any to his two 
sisters. 
After killing his sister, the boy 
said he was going to take his own 
life because he didn t “want to 
go to the electric chair,” Annie 
told the coroner and sheriffs dep­ 
uties. 
He placed t h e gun across the 
arms of a chair, then kneeled with 
his head against the muzzle and 
then tripped the trigger with a 
curtain rod, Sturgis said. 
Both parents were absent—t h e 
father visiting in Youngstown and 
the mother at work as a domestic 
in Salem. 
Annie ran next door to the home 
of her sister, Mrs. Pearl Dillard. 
Finding no one home, she ran a 
half mile to tile home of Leroy 
Sutherin. 
The Sutherins summoned Depu­ 
ties Albert Hartman and Russell 
VanFossan and rushed Viola to 
Salem City Hospital, where s h e 
was pronounced dead on arrival. 
Services for the two Negro chil­ 
dren are awaiting the arrival of 
a brother. Pvt. David Jenkins, who 
is en route home from an Army 
post in Puerto Rico. 
The bodies are at the Maple 
Funeral Home in Kensington. Both 
children were bom in Youngstown, 
Felix in 1939 and Viola in 1937.

COLUMBUS, O. (JI—Court and 
legislative 
hearings 
complicated 
the involved affairs of the Ohio 
Turnpike Commission today. 
Chief Justice Carl V. Weygandt 
of the Ohio Supreme Court called 
on turnpike attorneys to tell why 
the commission should not prepare 
imm ediately for bids on asphalt 
as well as cem ent paving. 
The Senate Finance Committee 
scheduled a hearing Tuesday night 
on a proposal by Sen. Fred W. 
Danner (R—Summit) to investi­ 
gate turnpike financing. 
The proposal was among about 
IOO bills slated for hearing by com­ 
m ittees during the Legislature’s 
14th week of work, starting with 
Senate and House sessions at 4:30 
p. rn. 
The 
turnpike 
commission 
is 
building a 326 million dollar toll 
road 241 miles across Northern 
Ohio. It has survived two Supreme 
Court tests of its legality but the 
latest wrangle has balked paving 
work this year. 
The Second District Appellate 
Court ordered alternate bids on 
asphalt and cement paving. The 
commission 
cancelled 
bids 
on 
cement-only paving and asked the 
Supreme Court to stay the order 
for asphalt bids pending final de­ 
cision on an appeal. 
Turnpike officials said It will 
cost them IVz million dollars extra 
to take asphalt bids if the Supreme 
Court refuses to stay the Appellate 
Court order or later fails to re­ 
verse that decision. 
The House Public Affairs Com­ 
m ittee tonight opens hearings on 
a Republican-sponsored weight-dis- 
tance tax on heavy trucks. Legis­ 
lators regard it as the key to a 
GOP highway program . The rest 
of the program includes increased 
gasoline taxes and license fees 
with a possible bond issue to speed 
construction. 
The sam e comm ittee will con­ 
sider a new state building code 
Thursday. Reports circulated that 
m em bers m ight withhold approval 
of the m easure because of con­ 
certed opposition 
by 
architects, 
builders, labor unions and others. 
The Ohio Education Association 
took renewed interest in the Senate 
Education Committee on the heels 
of reports that it might act ahead 
of the House on a school bill. That 
would reverse the practice of pre­ 
vious sessions. 
The OE A, known as the school 
lobby, wants 272 million dollars 
appropriated for schools during the 
next two years. The Republican 
controlled Legislature has prom ­ 
ised about 227^ millions, a boost 
from the 208 millions granted two 
years ago. 
Senate committee m em bers in­ 
dicated they favored a figure high­ 
er than the 2271£ millions but ex­ 
pressed concern over “ squeezing’’ 
enough from the two-year state 
budget without increasing taxes. 
Senate GOP leaders have declared 
themselves firmly opposed to high­ 
er taxes, except for highways and 
on race track betting. 
The House Finance Committee 
plans to start executive sessions 
on its study of the record 831 mil­ 
lion dollar state budget this week. 
Members want to get it out of the 
way within two or three weeks. 
The committee Tuesday will con­

revenue bond issues. Ohio State 
University officials count on enact­

New-Type Kite 
Takes To Air 


Flexible Model 
Flaps Like A Biri! 


NEW YORK (UP)—An aero-dy- 
namics scientist has brought a 
“tool” out of his laboratory and 
turned it into a toy. It is the new­ 
est thing in kites. 
In fact, according to the inven­ 
tor, Francis M. Rogallo, it is the 
first new thing in the kite line 
practically since Ben Franklin was 
using one to investigate electricity. 
“ We call it the Flexikite, and 
that name pretty well tells what 
it’s lik*.” Rogallo said. “It is flexi­ 
ble, non-rigid. There are no stays 
or braces of any rigid jnaterial. It 
consists of a square piece of plastic 
cloth folded down the middle. It 
has shroud lines like a parachute. 
It has the conventional lead string 
and tail. In flight, it appears to 
flap wings like a bird." 
Rogallo said he followed 
t h e 
principal of bird flight in develop­ 
ing the model which he created 
originally for air current tests in 
the wind tunnel writh which he 
works at Langley Field for the Na­ 
tional Advisory Committee f o r 
Aeronautics. 
He began to have fun with the 
kite, his wife and three children 
began playing with it, 
outsiders 
heard about it and the next thing 
Rogallo knew he was in the toy 
business. 
He was allowed 14 or 16 claims 
by the U. S. Patent Office. 
Because of its li^ht and aero­ 
dynamic construction, the kite re­ 
sponds to the slightest current and 
is quickly air-borne. 
Thread is strong enough to con­ 
trol the kite. This means it can 
go as high as a mile, whereas 
conventional kite string is so heavy 
that it will anchor a kite by its 
own weight after a rise of a few 
hundred feet.

Haste makes waste, said an old 
house painter. With all of his ex­ 
perience he ought to know. 
The home owner bent on saving

to use that tip. With the price of 
good paint what it is today, there’s 
no economy in a slap-dash job. 
An authority in the paint indus­ 
try cautions you can save the most 
by using your heads before you try 
out brushes. He says “Think** is 
worth a gallon of paint any day. 
He’s Douglas C. Arnold, head of 
Keystone Paint and Varnish. 
Arnolds lists these five points 
for any householder’s profit: 
1.—Use a high quality paint. 
Cheap paint may look fine when 
applied, but it can chalk exces­ 
sively, or harden to a finish that 
will chip and peel. Good paint is 
engineered to “breathe’* in accord­ 
ance with its requirements. It will 
last longer and forestall frequent 
redecoration. 
2.—Use the right paint for the 
right surface. Trims and wood­ 
work, subject to wear, need a gloss 
or semi-gloss enamel, although flat 
paint may suffice for the wall. 
But never use indoor paints out­ 
doors. They won’t stand the weath­ 
er.

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Senators Hear 
Dulles View On 
Treaty Powers 


Secretary Grilled 
On Amendment To 
Curb Authority 


WASHINGTON UPV-Secretary of 
State Dulles was called by a Senate 
judiciary subcommittee today to 
define the adm inistration’s position 
on 
a p r o p o s e d constitutional 
am endm ent to curb treaty-m aking 
powers. 
President Eisenhower 
recently 
said he felt the proposal would 
deny him the flexibility he requires 
for conducting foreign affairs, and 
Dulles is expected to go into more 
detail in his testimony. 
F irst scheduled witness at the 
hearing was Clarence Mannion, a 
form er dean of the Notre Dame 
University Law School. 
The subcommittee plans to con­ 
clude its hearings this week after 
taking the testim ony of adminis­ 
tration 
spokesmen. 
Atty. 
Gen. 
Brownell is to testify tomorrow, a 
Defense D epartm ent representative 
the next day, and M utual Security 
D irector Harold E. 
Stassen on 
Thursday. 
Sen. 
Bricker 
(R-Ohio) 
intro­ 
duced the am endm ent and 63 sena­ 
tors, including Senate Republican 
Leader Taft of Ohio, joined him 
as co-sponsors. 
The am endm ent is sim ilar to one 
Bricker offered last year. He con­ 
tends it conforms to a GOP plat­ 
form pledge “to m ake no treaty or 
agreem ent which would undermine 
the constitutional rights of the 
American people.’* 
It provides that any provision of 
a treaty that abridges a right guar­ 
anteed by the Constiution shall be 
of no effect, even if ratified by 
the Senate. It also would require 
passage of legislation by the House 
and the Senate to make any treaty 
effective as internal law. 
Similar 
limitations 
would 
be 
placed on executive agreements 
m ade by the President with other 
nations, and executive agreem ents 
could be entered into only in a 
m anner to be prescribed by law. 
Treaties now become the su­ 
prem e law of the land when rati­ 
fied by a two-thirds vote in the 
Senate.

Corn Recovers Fast 
From Hail Damage 
CHICAGO (U.P.) — Corn crops 
dam aged by hail have amazing 
powers of recovery, according to 
a study conducted by the Coun­ 
try M utual Fire Co., an affiliate 
of the Illinois Agricultural 
Asso­ 
ciation. 
Tests were conducted on t h e 
farm of Lee Morrell in 
Fulton 


County, 111., and hail dam age was 
simulated by tearing the leaves. 
The tests showed that only when 
corn is in the tassel stage can leaf 
dam age cost an entire crop. Even 
then, every leaf m ust be destroy­ 
ed. 
Stripping only half the leaves 
at that stage caused a 45.5 per 
cent loss of yield.
